Another Chinam an Fatally 
Shot—Etc.

LOS ANGELES ITEMS. 
Another Chinese M urder—Lady Severely 
Injured—A ttem pted Suicide. 
Los A ngeles, July 14tn.—Chinatown 
was yesterday the scene of another m ur­ 
der, and as usual very little reliable in­ 
formation was obtainable in regard to the 
affair. Tbe shooting took place in a little 
room in Chinatown, near Alameda street. 
Gee Sing is the victim, and the murderer is 
Ah King. 
The report of the gun attracted a large 
crowd of Mongolians. Ah King escaped, 
but was soon afterwards captured by officer 
Appeal on Aliso street. An investigation 
showed that Gee Sing was shot in the head. 
H e was conveyed to the police station for 
medical treatment. Dr. Morrison said that 
the Celestial was mortally wounded. He 
lingered on for beveral hours, but died 
about 4 o’clock. 
The murderer claims that Gee Sing was 
attempting to rob him and that he tired in 
seif-defense. There is said to have been 
but one witness to the shooting and he 
will be produced at the Coroner s inquest. 
Ah King recently came here from San 
Bernardino. Shooting is becoming very 
popular among the highbinders. 
Miss Helen Marlborough, the actress, in 
private life known as Miss Gleason, of 
Oakland, was quite seriously injured to-day 
while horseback riding, by ber horse run­ 
ning away with her at H. C. W yatt’s resi­ 
dence in Pasadena. 
A woman named Mile. Prudence, re­ 
cently from San Francisco, was arrested 
Saturday and charged with robbing Louis 
Phillm ire of $125. The woman when taken 
to the station appeared to be under the in­ 
fluence of liquor, and as there was no one 
present who could speak French, she could 
not make herself understood. She bad a 
little dog, which she was allowed to take in 
the cell with her. At 3 o’clock Saturday 
mornine Jailer Hare and Clerk Schieck 
heard a voice in her cell, and upon investi­ 
gating found that the woman had made 
several ineffectual attempts to commit sui­ 
cide. She tied her handkerchief in the 
holes of the door and getting upon a chair 
tried to hang herself. Before she made the 
attempt she kissed the dog good-bye and 
put the dog collar in her pocket. 


JACKSONVILLE HOKltOR. 
Details of the Suffocation of the Three 
Men Confined in Jail. 
J a c k s o n v i l l e , July 14th.—The burning 
of the jail here yesterday and the suffoca­ 
tion of the three prisoners continue to ex­ 
cite much attention owing to the mystery 
surrounding the affair. 
The fire broke out shorlly before 6 o’clock 
in the morning, and attention was first 
called to it by the outcry raised bv tbe 
prisoners. W hen the first' citizen, Samuel 
Taylor, reached the burning building, the 
flames were pouring from the front win­ 
dows, and the inmates were still calling for 
help. There is but one door leading to ihe 
interior, and it was ablaze and the front 
room filled with flames. 
Immediately afier Taylor reached the 
building the outcry within ceased, and the 
prisoners were undoubtedly dead before the 
first bucket of water was thrown. Strenu­ 
ous efforts were made to extinguish the 
flames, but the fire companv made bungling 
work of getting water, and it was fully 
thirty minutes before an entrance could be 
effected into the front room. It was then 
found that the locks on the corridor door 
were so heated that they could not be un­ 
locked. and a sledge was necessary to break 
into the cells, which opened on each side 
from the corridor. 
W hile the timbers overhead were still 
blezing the bodies of the prisoners were 
taken out. life having then been extinct in 
each man for at least twenty minutes. In 
the first cell on the right was the clothed 
body of Frank W arner, a native of H an­ 
over, aged about twenty years, committed 
to jail on a charge of burglary. From the 
second cell on the right was taken the body 
ot Newt Cook, also dressed and kneeling 
beside his bed. He was a man of about 
forty-five years, whose antecedents are un­ 
known. He was committed in May 'ast 
for larceny. Cook was not his right name, 
but was assumed by him after his commit­ 
ment. 
The third man was confined in the first 
or front cell on the left of the entrance, and 
he was found in bed and undressed. He 
was named Harry or Henry Hoover, and 
was about fifty-six years of age. He came 
from Michigan to this section, and Í6 said 
to have a wife living in that. State. Pie 
was committed on a charge of larceny, and 
the Circuit Judge would have heard a mo­ 
tion fur a writ of habeas corpus bv Hoo­ 
ver’s attorney yesterday bad the defendant 
been alive. Hoover was a veteran in the 
late war and had made application for a 
pension. A suit for damages against the 
county is threatened by his legal represent­ 
ative. 
The origin of the fire is a mystery. An 
inspection of the jail shows that it did not 
originate in the cells, but in the front of the 
building, which was one large room, di­ 
vided by a low partition into a receiving 
room for prisoners and a sleeping room for 
the guards. 
Deputy-Sheriff W illiam Deneff usually 
slept in the guard’s room, but was called 
to his ranch to fight a mountain fire the 
night before, and failed lo find the Sheriff, 
James G. Birdsey, to apprise him of the 
fact that he was going. Deneff was in his 
room in the front of the jail about 9:30 
o’clock in the evening and changed his 
clothes before leaving for his ranch. He 
had lighted a candle in a tin candlestick 
hanging on a wardrobe in the guard's 
room, but says he remembers distinctly 
having extinguished it beiore leaving the 
building. 
The Sheriff was in the habit of sleeping 
in a building about 100 feet from the jail, 
but his room having become disagreeable 
he had obtained a room at the United 
States Hotel for the night, and says he had 
retired at the time Deneff was hunting for 
him the evening before. Birdsey thinks 
that the fire was the work of an incendiary; 
but the general impression is that it smol­ 
dered through the night in the jail, or that 
the candle was not extinguished as the 
guard supposed. 
The finding of the Coroner’s Jury was 
that the prisoners came to their death from 
suffocation, and that the origin of the fire 
was unknown. The bodies of the dead 
iner were interred in tbe Jacksonville 
Cemetery this morning, uuattendad save 
by the officers. 
There was an insurance of $2 000 on the 
building, and it will probably be replaced 
by cage cells in a more modern building. 
An insurance company of San Francisco 
carried the risk. 
DEATH A RELIEF. 
One <>r the Oldest Residents of Duvisville 
Bnrled in the Potter’s Field. 
W oodland. Jnly 14th.—E. C. W hiting 
and W. L Wilson yesterday found the 
body of T. J. Miller lying outside his cabin 
at Davisville. Justice King was notified 
and a Corouer's jury was summoned. They 
found from testimony that he had been 
seen alive that morning, thgt he was sub­ 
ject to fits and was tbe victim of a loath­ 
some disease. He lived a miserable ex­ 
istence in rags and filth. He was one of 
the oldest residents of Davisville, and had 
no relatives that anyone knew anything 
about.. The verdict of tbe jury was that he 
had come to his death frpm natural causes, 
and that he was 75 yea's old. He will be 
buried in the potter’s field.

Secretary Rusk Says Blaine Will Hot 
Resign From ike Cabinet. 


RF.PUBLICAX BOSSES ALARMED.

NOTABLE EXCURSION PARTY. 
Congressmen W ho W ill Spend a Month 
in the Northwest. 
W a sh in g to n , July 14th.—A notable ex­ 
cursion party will leave Fremont, Neb 
on the 16th inst. for the coast aud North-’ 
west. The party will be made up of Con­ 
gressman McKinley of Ohio, Hon. Nathan 
Goff of West Virginia, Congressman J. C. 
Burrows of Michigan, Congressman H ar­ 
den of Massachusetts, Congressman Stew­ 
art of Vermont, Captain J. S. D. Herr and 
Perry S. Heath of the Indianapolis Journal. 
These gentlemen will be the guests of Con­ 
gressman George W. E. Dorsey of Ne­ 
braska. Tbe latter’s letter, written to the 
agent of the Colorado Associated Press 
says : 
“ We leave Fremont on Julv 16th and 
go to Denver, thence to Cheyenne, Ogden, 
Salt Lake, I tah, Boise, Idaho, Portland, 
Or., Olympia, Seattle and Tacoma, W. T 
Thence to Victoria, back to Tacoma, thence 
over the Northern Pacific, visiting the 
Croar d'Alene country, thence to Helena, 
Mont., where we will remain three or four 
days. Thence ta Bismarck, Dakota and 
other points in North and South Dakota, 
thence to St. Paul, occupying in time about 
a month. The object of ihe trip is to show 
my friends something of the growth and 
material development of the West, also to 
impress on them the future prospect of 
this section of the country. W hile at Salt 
Lake we will investigate the Mormon ques­ 
tion and advisabilitv of the earlv admission 
of this Territory as' a State. Also, we will 
make inquiries into the future prospects of 
Wyoming and Idaho. la m interested in 
the question of irrigation for the treeless 
plains of the West, and desire to have the 
genliemen accompanying me, who are 
members of the next Congress, see for 
themselves what irrigation has done for 
tracts of laud that have by artificial means 
had water placed upon them, so that when 
the question of making liberal appropria­ 
tions tor the reservoir system, recom­ 
mended by Professor Powell, shall come 
before Congress they can talk and vote in­ 
telligently upon the proposition.” 
Congressman Thomas B. Reed, of Maine, 
was invited to accompany the party, but 
was prevented by other engagements from 
accepting. 
HAS BLAINE RESIGNED. 
A Report Current in W ashington that 
Blaine W ill Leave the Cabinet. 
N ew Y o rk , July 14th.—The Herald this 
morning prims the following from W ash­ 
ington of July 13th' The report is current 
to-night among diplomatic and official 
people that Secretary Blaine has tendered 
his resignation, to ta'ke effect ou September 
1st next. The reasons given for this step 
is that the duties of the State Department 
are so exac'ing that Mr. Blaine’s health, 
which has not been robust lately, has been 
undermined, and that by the advice of his 
physician he has concluded to take a much 
needed rest. 
It is also stated that it is not unlikely 
that he may be sent abroad. John A. Kas- 
son. who was one ot the Commissioners to 
Berlin to negotiate the Samoan treaty, is 
spoken of as the successor to Mr. Blaine. 
Just before tbe President left for Deer 
Park he said that further action in regard 
to changes in the diplomatic and consular 
services would be deferred for at least two 
months, and this would seem to explain 
the anticipated changes. 


'■HOT W EATHER NEWS.” 
Blaine of Maine W ill Not Resign for a 
Time at Least. 
W a sh in g to n , July 14th.—The statement 
published here to-day that Blaine would 
soon tender his resignation as Secretary of 
State, and John A. Kasson would be ap­ 
pointed instead, is put down as “Hot 
weather news” here. Secretary Rusk of 
the Agricultural Department, who spends 
much of his time in a chair in front of the 
California Associated Press office, stated 
positively that Secretary Blaine's health 
was much better to-day than it had been at 
any time since he entered the Cabinet; that 
his resignation had never been spoken of to 
the Cabinet; that the President had no 
knowledge of any determination to resign. 
Tire agent of the California Associated 
Press is given to understand upon authority 
whtch he knows to be nearest to Secretary 
Blaine that be has outlined an American 
policy which is approved fully by H arri­ 
son. and that he will not leave the Cabinet 
until that is accomplished. 
The Secretary has reason to be and is 
considerably disappointed in the way his 
suggestions of appointments have been re­ 
ceived by the President, and it is known 
that the President’s anxiety to provide for 
his friends has interfered somewhat with 
the diplomatic policy of the State Depart­ 
ment, but it has led to no hard feelings, 
and Secretary Blaine has in each case most 
gracefully given way. 
The Secretary has, in truth, before him 
some months’ work in preparation for the 
coming North, South and Central Ameri­ 
can Congress, and he will probably not ap­ 
pear at the Cabinet meeting before Septem­ 
ber.

Tliey le a r They W ill Lose Control of 
Congress—The New States. 
1 u ila d e lp h ia , July 14th.—Senator Quay 
expects to meet the President at Deer Park 
Weiinesday. It is said one of the objects 
of the meeting is to confer relative to' the 
October elections in the four new States. 
Until recently the Pennsylvania man­ 
agers were confident of carrying all of 
them, but now are only sure of North Da­ 
kota. They are greatly distressed for fear 
the Democrats will capture Montana and 
Washington, and will also sweep South 
Dakota, through a combination with the 
Farmers’ Alliance. Should these be car­ 
ried by the Democrats, the Republicans 
would lose their present majority of two in 
the Senate and five in the House, and both 
houses will be under Democratic control. 
The President is said to be alarmed over 
the prospect and is depending on Quay to 
save the party from disaster. 


SPANISH MINISTRY. 
An Effort to Secure a New Treaty Re­ 
garding Cuban Sugar. 
W ash in g to n , July 14th.—It is stated on 
good authority that Minister Palmer was 
instructed betore leaving here ior Spain to 
negotiate a treaty looking to the entry, 
duty free, of Cuban sugar, the purpose be­ 
ing to break up the sugar trust. This 
treaty is similar to the one negotiated by 
Minister Foster, but rejected by the Senate 
in the early part of Cleveland's Adminis­ 
tration. Just before he left for Spain Min­ 
ister Palmer had an interview with Secre­ 
tary Blaine and the latter said : “ While 
your Mission is not so large, I recognize 
that this year it will be one of the most 
im portant in Europe, und that vou have a 
great deal cf work before you.” " 


SCREW FOR THE NIFSIC. 
Strange Orders of Admiral Kimberly— 
Investigation Promised. 
W ash in g to n , July 14tli—The Sunday 
Herald, an authority on army and navy 
matters, says to-day: The Navy Depart­ 
ment will send out in a steamer which 
leaves San Francisco next Saturday for 
Honolulu, a cast-iron screw weighing 8 000 
pounds. This is intended for the Nipaic 
now at that point. 
The order of Admiral Kimberlv to send 
the Nipsic in tow of the Alert 'is looked 
upon as a remarkable one. When he or­ 
dered the ship to Auckland it was against 
the protest of Captain Mullan. The ship 
was without a rudder, and a jury rudder 
was ngged by order of Kimberlv. Before 
the ship got out of the harbor' it broke, 
and 
it 
was oniy by superhuman 


efforts that the Nipsic was prevented 
from going on 
the reefs a second 
time. Once more she started, and again 
broke down, and had to return to Apia. 
The Admiral was now at a white heat, and 
lost no time in stripping Commander 
Mullan of his command of the ship. He 
then ordered both ships to San Francisco. 
The coal of the Alert gave out, and the 
poor old Nipsic had to be left at Fanning 
island until the Alert could go north and 
get more coal. W Iren this became known 
the Department decided to send a new 
screw for tbe vessel, and fortunately one 
wasfcund at Mare Island. 
Over $10.000 has been spent for coal 
alone. The ship is now half wav home. 
It seems strange that such "an order 
should have been given, especially in the 
face ot the protests of the two command­ 
ing officers. The Aiert could not cariy 
coal enough to steam that distance. 
There certainly will be a court of inquiry 
on the subject, as Captain Mullan will not 
rest under the imputation put on his char­ 
acter. It is stated in navy circles that 
when this does come about there will be 
considerable light thrown upon that Sa­ 
moan disaster which as yet has cot been 
brought to the surface. This statement 
has more importance, as it comes from a 
person in authority at the Navv Depart­ 
ment.

W ash in g to n . July 14th.—The Sunday 
Times ot this citv to-dav printed a state­ 
ment to the effect that Secretary Blaine had 
resigned on account of ill-heaith.

PROTECTION IN A NEW ASPECT. 
Tbe Most Grotesque l’haso of the Pro­ 
tective Policy. 
[Stockton Evening Mail, Julv Cth.] 
The sharp competition into winch the 
Canadian Pacific has forced the American 
roads has developed the rucst grotesque 
phase of the protective policy that could be 
imagined. 
The Canadian road has been subsidized 
in cash and cash equivalents to the extent 
of $150,000,000. It is exempt from taxaiion 
for all time, and has a practical monopoly 
for railroad purposes, ol all of British North 
America west of Ontario. 
Everything 
which went into the construction or equip­ 
ment of the road was released lrom the 
tariff tax. ho handsome’3* has it been 
treated by the Imperial and Colonial gov­ 
ernments, that its per mile interest charge 
amounts to but $655. 
W hen the Central Pacific road was built 
its projectors could not buy tlreir rails in 
Belgium or Wales for $50 a ton, as they 
m ight have done, but were compelled to 
buy American rails which cost them $S0 a 
ton. 
Instead of paving $10 a ton for 
freightage from Cardiff, as thev might have 
done, they were compelled to pav $17 50 
from New York. They were not'allowed 
to float their m aririal under a foreign flag 
where they could have insured it for 3 
per cent.—they paid 17 per cent, under the 
American ensign. On many of their loco­ 
motives they jiaid a war tax of $960. All 
these extra burdens, with the exception of 
the insurance item, were the direct result 
of the protective policy. The consequence 
is that the per-mile interest and tax charge 
on the American roads is $1.483. 
Now, every dollar which the protective 
policy forced the Americans to put into the 
transcontinental roads is so much money 
invested, and the owners of the roads must 
earn a profit on it or sustain a loss. Some 
writers have estimated that the tariff has 
added $235,000,000 to the cost of the roads 
west ol the Mississippi river. But however 
that may be, it is certain that, owing to the 
considerations mentioned above, the cost of 
the construction and equipment of the 
Canadian road was a third less per mile 
than that of its American transcontinental 
competitors. The reason why the per mile 
interest charge on the Canadian road is but 
$655, while that on the American roads is 
$1,332, is because the Dominion and Im ­ 
perial Governments assured thepayinent of 
the interest on the larger pan of the bonds 
which were issued in aid of the foreign 
line. 
As before stated, the Canadian road pays 
no taxes, and the difference between its 
per mile interest charge and the per mile 
tax and interest charge of the American 
roads is $828. Now, the Canadian road is 
2 905 miles in length, so that, if we should 
assume the operating expanses to be tbe 
same, tbe Canadian roau starts into the 
contest for transcontinental traffic with a 
yearly advantage of $24 000.000. But as 
there are three American transcontinental 
roads this advantage must be trebled. 
Again, the American roads are handi­ 
capped by the long and sbort-hau! regula­ 
tion, while their Canadian rival in ay make 
such rates as it pleases, carrying transcon­ 
tinental freight at a loss and* making itself 
whole by increasing the rates along inter­ 
mediate distances. 
Now. the average protection given by the 
tariff to the product of the New England 
factories is 67 per cent. Still, 80 per cent, 
of all the New England cottons that were 
sold to China last year were transported 
from the factories over the Canadian road 
and its connections; for it should be under­ 
stood that trains of cars, owned by the 
Canadian Pacific Company, load in Boston, 
run into Canaca at Montreal, and traverse 
a foreign country until they arrive at Van) 
cotí ver, on the Pacific coast. 
^ And vet President Speare, of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, declared the other 
day that there were 560 points in New Eng­ 
land which are now U n ikiallv affected by 
the use they make of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway; and that “ New England does 
not desire and will never submit to any cur­ 
tailment of the privileges which she en­ 
joys through the use of that road.” 
Now here is a lesson in political econ­ 
omy which should bring common sense to 
the front benches. Enjoying a protection 
of 67 percent, under a system which com­ 
pelled the builders of the transcontinental 
roads to expend a third more monev than 
they otherwise would have been required 
to expend, these philanthropists are up in 
arms in favor of a free-trade road which 
has already absorbed 10 per cent, of the 
domestic transcontinental traffic of the 
country. Standing on tip-toe and shaking 
their fis:s at every ship that brings a cargo 
of British manufactures into the country, 
they throw their own products into the 
control of a road which has been so lavishly 
subsidized by British gold that it can un­ 
derbid any American road on the conti­ 
nent. 
Not only this, the Canadian road now 
has a petition before the Secretary of the 
Treasury asking to be allowed to "exercise 
the privileges of a bonded carrier in the 
internal commerce of the country, and 
President Speare and the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce and 560 manufacturing points 
in New England stand behind it. 
We have sometimes thonght that the 
managers of the transcontinental roads 
were a hard lot, but they are a race of in­ 
nocents compared with these New England 
philanthropists.

named Clementi forced his way through 
the crowd, am) approaching Deroilled 
bade him lo speak. 
Deroulede protested, but the police offi­ 
cial was obdurate. Deroulede then began 
affixing Horal wreaths to the railings around 
the statue, at the sanie time leading the 
crowd ill shouts of “ Vive la Boulanger. 
Clementi tried to ariest D roulede but 
tbe latter stoutly resisted, saving he had 
not made a speech ami had only cheered 
for Boulanger. He refused to accompany 
the officer to the police station. Oiementi 
thereupon seized him, tint the crowd came 
to Derouiede's rescue and took him away 
from the officer. 
' 
Clementi was being rougblv bandied 
by the mob, when a large body of police 
suddenly appeared upon the "scene and 
charged the crowd, driving them iu all di­ 
rections and rescuingthe unfortunate com­ 
missary. 
A large number of persons were arrested. 
Daguerre and Deroulede during tbe scrim­ 
mage jumped into a cab and were driven to 
the office of La 1’rcsse. where the mob 
gathered aud indulged in noisy demonstra­ 
tions. The police cleared the streets and 
made many more arrests. 
The incident has caused a sensation 
throughout the city, and dangerous de­ 
velopments are feared. 
A band of roughs to-day gathered at the 
Iaiodas Cafe on the Rue Rovai end de­ 
manded that a flag be hoisted. " An Italian 
flag was displayed which so enraged the 
mob that they tore it down and trampled it 
in the mud. 
They then made an attack on the cafe 
and completely wrecked the place. 
The fireworks at tbe fetes this evening 
were somewhat marred by rain, but the 
Place de la Concorde. Champs and Elvsees, 
Bois de Boulogne, Eiffel Tower and the 
Trocaders Palace were a blaze of light. 
At midnight thousands of persons 
thronged the Bois de Boulogne and there 
was 110 signs of any abatement of the fun. 


PARNELL COM MISSION. 
P arliam entary A ction Proposed — T li« 
New T enants' L eague. 
L ondon. July 14th.—It is not yet decided 
whether Russell will retire from the Par­ 
nell case or not, but technically tbe deci­ 
sion is not of much importance, as Par­ 
nell's part of the case is nearly over. Rus­ 
sell does not propose to address the Court 
again. Reed will reply on the whole case, 
and Lockwood will address himself to the 
American part of the defense. There are 
only two more witr.esses, Mr. Tanner and 
Matt Harris. Then, unless there is rebut­ 
ting evidence, of which the defense has 
heard nothing, the speeches will begin. 
A prominent Parnellite was asked by the 
World correspondent to-day what more 
was meant to be done. 
“ We mean,” was the reply, “ that our 
apD eal is for justice; not to these lawyers, 
who look upon social revolutions with pe) 
dantic regard as small incidents. We have 
stated our ease, and. caring little or nothing 
for what the Commission niav report, we 
look for the support of public"opinion. In 
the second place, we see no reason why we 
should go on spending all this money with­ 
out knowing when the Times may think fit 
to declare its case ever. We real!vdo think 
we are being unfairly treated when we are 
unable, through adverse ruliDgs, to place 
before Ihe Commission the history of these 
charges and their origin. Notv we are in a 
position to receive acquittal without rapture 
and condemnation without delight.” 
A general meeting of the Irish members, 
with their counsel, will be held on Mon­ 
day to decide a conrsecf action. A reliable 
rum or says Parnell wi’:[ move that Parlia­ 
ment select a committee to inquire into tbe 
Pigo't forgeries and fire real parties back of 
the Times making the charges. 
This 
promises to raise another big Irish fight at 
the fag end of the session. 
Davitt has gone back to Dublin, dis­ 
gusted. He says he wiii not go near the 
Commission again. 
As regards the new Tenant League.no 
plan of anion will be decided upon till 
afierthe big Convention at Dublin, to be 
presided over bv Parnell, shall arrange the 
details. Meanwhile all the members of the 
Irish Constabulary have received special in­ 
structions to wa'.ch carefully the proceed­ 
ings of the new league, and take proper 
steps to report the result to the Govern­ 
ment. 
On the subject of National League t ipies, 
where introduced among those qualified to 
judge, there apiiears to he but one opinion 
—that the new form of agitation will be 
successful in itself, and valuable to the 
Irish cause generally. There is 1:0 general 
belief that it will secure fur tbe movement 
the support of outside opinion in Ireland 
and all over Great Britain.

THE LOGIC OF PROTECTION. 
We present in this issue, from the Stock­ 
ton Jfai7 of July 6th, an editorial under 
the heading “Protection in a New Aspect,” 
and commend its perusal to our readers. It 
will be found to present that breadth of 
intelligence, strength of statement and 
lucidity of treatment, which Is so charac­ 
teristic of our contemporary’s editorial 
work. 
It shows that the Canadian road has 
been subsidized to an equivalent of $150,­ 
000,000. This subsidy was in the nature 
of direct gifts from the Imperial and Do­ 
minion Governments, and not a loan, or 
any other form of aid, which, as 
in the case of the American roads, 
was 
an 
obligation 
to 
be 
re­ 
turned with interest at a future tim;. 
It shows that the Canadian road is exempt 
from taxation, and that the entire interest 
charged against it amounts to but $655 per 
mile. To this, however, our contemporary 
might have added that the large land 
grant, yet unrealized upon, will eventually 
retire the small bonded indebtedness of 
the Canadian road and leave it free of 
debt. 
The second term of the statement pre­ 
sents the American roads as sustaining 
securities by an interest rate which 
amounts to $1,483 per mile. The differ­ 
ence ($828 per mile) being multiplied by 
the mileage, gives the Canadian road a 
yearly advantage of $24,000,000. 
By reason of the requirement that 
transcontinental roads, aided by the Gov­ 
ernment, should purchase their iron in 
America, and by reason of the tariff, the 
cost of railroad iron in this country was 
very greatly advanced. 
Now it should be patent to the meanest 
capacity that the cost of constructing an 
instrumentality of transportation is a per­ 
manent charge against transportation. 
The additional cost which enters into the 
construction of a railroad, is the founda­ 
tion of perpetual annual cost in maintain­ 
ing its securities, and that annual cost is 
necessarily charged to transportation. 
Thus, to the end that the American man­ 
ufacturer of railroad steel shall have a 
higher price for it, and under the hypo­ 
critical pretense that the object of making 
such higher price is to maintain a higher 
scale of wages in America, the productive 
industries of the country are i»erpetuallv 
taxed to pay interest on the additional 
cost consequent upon high protection. 
The subsidy, therefore, which the tariff 
affords, does not end with its payment, but 
the additional cost which enters into the 
fixed capital of enterprise must earn a 
j>erpetual reward. Since all the elements 
which enter into the construction, main­ 
tenance and operation of railroads in the 
United States, enjoy an average protection 
equal to 67 per cent., the spectacle of per­ 
mitting the commerce of the country be­ 
tween the States tobe carried upon British 
soil, and under free trade conditions, is 
extremely grotesque. 
The position of New England in this 
controversy is characteristic of the whole 
system of protection. The New England 
people declare that they never will sub­ 
mit to any curtailment of the privileges 
which they now enjoy through the use of 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad. To New 
England, more than to any other section 
of this country, transportation is a mercan­ 
tile commodity. New England imports 
all her supplies and exports the great 
body of her manufacturing products. She 
asks and has received large advantage by 
way of the protective policy of the United 
States. She has asked this upon the very 
broad, philanthropic, and public-spirited 
plea of maintaining the commercial inde­ 
pendence of this country, of maintaining 
high rates of wages for our laboring 
classes, and at the same time she is willing 
to put the W8ges of BOO,000 railroad opera- 
tivesat the risk of free trade competition 
She " never will submit" to having her 
carrying trade done under protection con­ 
ditions. In a word, she desires protection 
where that policy supplements and sub­ 
nerves her private interests. She desires 
the adoption of the free trade policy 
wherever that policy best subserves her 
selfish interests; and no clearer exposure 
of these “ miserable aims that end ¡11 self” 
could have been afforded than is disclosed 
by her jiosition upon the question of inter­ 
state transportation. 
A vast volume of New England capital, 
chiefly trust funds is invested in the 
securities of American transcontinental 
railways. These investments are largely 
the property of widows and orphans in the 
manufacturing towns of New England 
The investment of citizens in the trans­ 
continental railroads enjoy* no protection 
at the hands of the Government. In the 
same manufacturing towns the capital and 
the productive capacity of that capital, in­ 
vested in manufacturing enterprises, enjoy 
an average protection of 67 per cent. If 
protection is good for one species of prop­ 
erty and one class of industry, and efficient 
in maintaining a high scale of wages for 
one class of industry, it is equally good for 
all. The 800,000 employes of railroads in 


the United States have the same right to 
enjoy the guarantee of high wages which 
protection affords, that is so freely accorded 
to the labor engaged in the manufacturing 
industries of New England. 


I f anyone has heretofore entertained a 
thought that England has contemplated 
the idea of permitting the Canadas to set 
up an independent Government, or to be­ 
come a portion of the United States, the 
action of Great Britain's Postal Depart­ 
ment, in enormously subsidizing a fast 
monthly service between Japan and Van­ 
couver, must have dispelled it. 
The 
English not only intend to hold fast to the 
Dominion, but to make its transcontinental 
lines, and the Oriental connections, clubs 
with which to beat out the life of Amer- 
ican-Asiatic and transcontinental com­ 
merce. We much mistake the spirit of 
the American people, if they will submit 
to this thing, or fail to meet it in a man­ 
ner that will relieve the American rail­ 
ways crossing the continent, from a handi­ 
cap that now leaves them at the mercy of 
their Canadian tax-free and royally subsi­ 
dized competitor. The man who talks an­ 
nexation now will be esteemed anything 
but a friend of the nation. 


A JÜG-HANDLE GAME. 


T he subsidizing of more mail steamers 
on the Oriental-Pacific route by the Brit­ 
ish Government emphasizes the threat of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway to the Amer­ 
ican transcontinental lines. 
It means, in 
simple English, that the Canadian rail­ 
road men propose to make the way traffic 
on American railroads bear the cost of op­ 
erating their British line. Unless coun­ 
teracted, that is precisely what the out­ 
come of this unfair competition will 
amount to. 
A f a m o u s physician lias said that the 
people of the United States drink more 
ice water in one year than the rest of the 
world use in ten years. 
W hether this is 
exaggeration or not, it is a fact that the 
American people have more stomachic 
troubles than any other people, and they 
are in large part chargeable to what I)r. 
Hammond has termed “ the mischievous 
ice pi teller.” 


T h e decision of the Tennessee Court in 
the Sullivan habeas-corpus case, is flouted 
by good lawyers. 
It isa strange doctrine 
indeed, that the States occupy a relation 
to each other no closer than that of for­ 
eign countries, in this matter of taking 
criminals. 
A S a n F ra n c is c o contemporary after 
reviewing the Sullivan-Kilrain fight, asks 
“ W hat was it all about?” That is a 
question which has presented itself to a 
great many people, and to which no satis­ 
factory reply can be given.

THE WEATHER. 
A C h arm ingly Cool and D elightful Ju ly 
D a y -I.a s t Y ear's H ot W a re . 
The highest and lowest Signal Service 
temperatures yesterday were 84° and 53°, 
with brisk southerly winds and the weather 
perfectly delightful in all its aspects. The 
highest and lowest for the same time last 
year were 94° and 59°, with variable winds, 
mostly northerly, and the weather cloud­ 
less and but. 
The highest temperature one vear ago to­ 
day the (15th) was 102° ; on the' 16ih, 104°: 
17lh, 100°; 18 h. 94°; 19th. 94°; 20th, 93°; 
21st, 96°; 221, 97°, and 23d, 92°. making 
eleven days in succession on which the 
temperature rose above 90°—from the 13th 
to the 23d, inclusive. Let us hope that no 
such heated spell is in store for us during 
the next seven or eight days, for the weather 
is too fine now for our people to be sub­ 
jected to one of the hot northerly waves 
that come but very seldom to this favored 
locality of the Sacramento valley. 
BRIEF NOTES. 
The California Fruit Union last night 
shipped four carloads of fruit for the East. 
The brigade muster and inspection re­ 
ferred to on Saturday will take place this 
evening at Armory Hall. 
Ben Dexter, of Woodland, according to 
the Democrat, has bad a piece of his jaw, 
containing six teeth, removed. About a 
year ago be was struck on the jaw during 
a fight, and it became diseased. 
Woodland is withont ice. Owing to a 
misunderstanding between the ice maker 
and the owner of the engine used to run 
the machinery, the works have been elos-d 
down. Tbe proprietor declares he will 
quit the town. 
Some young men of Woodland went ont 
along Cache creek tbe 01 her day to shoot 
doves. Coming across a rattlesnake, which 
sought refuge in a brush-pile, they set fire 
to the brush, and the flames spread and 
ignited the grass.

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MEMORIAL SERMON. 


EliV. DE. BENTON BEVIEWS A PEEIOD 
OF NEARLY FOETY YEAES. 


W hat Christianity Has Accomplished 
During Several Decades—Early 
and Eatter-Day Religion. 


Rev. Dr. J. A. Benton preached a me­ 
morial eermon yesterday in the Congrega­ 
tional Church in this city, whose pastor he 
was nearly forty years ago. There was a 
large gathering to hear the pioneer preach­ 
er’s review of the period intervening be­ 
tween his first occupancy of the ‘"pulpit” 
—in the days when Sacramento had no 
other temple of worship but the groves 
that covered the city's present site—and 
the present. The reverend gentleman does 
no betray, either physically or mentally, 
that decay that usually follows so many 
years of usefulness and activity, being still 
in apparent good health and displaying 
much of his old-time intellectual vigor. 
He was introduced by the pastor, Rev. W. 
C. Merrill, and spoke as follows : 
“And thou shalt remember the way which 
the Lord, thy tiod, led thee these forty years in 
the wilderness, to humble thee, to prove thee 
to know what was in thine heart, whether thoti 
wouldst keep His commandments or no."—Deu­ 
teronomy, vii1., 2. 
At the end of forty years, from their great mi­ 
gration out of Egypt, the people of Israel had 
been passing their wondrous story in a kind of 
solemn review. The text is a part of the charge 
which their grand leader—scholar, poet, prince 
and piophel that he was—gave them as the fit­ 
ting lesson of their fresh survey. It is not the 
object of this discourse to trace any analogies 
between that situation and progress aud our 
own. The incident and its lesson are chosen by 
way of example, instruction and authorization. 
They intimate to us, in what sacred and stately 
steps they go, who, after their forty years 
of training, and toil, aud work, and war, and 
conflict and conquest, lay off their armor for a 
day, to measure their piogress, comprehend the 
situation, get their bearings anew and readjust 
themselves, as out of the past, for the oncoming 
future; a future whose necessities few can bett-r 
know than those whose grip has been firm 
upon the giant energies that have been shaping 
the destiny of this people. '1 he American situ­ 
ation forty years ago only a part will remember 
as out of their personal observation. And to 
them it may seem even more wonderful in the 
retrospect than it did in the original prospect. 
1. The war with Mexico had thrown its 
glamour over the persons of its victorious Gen­ 
erala The territory acquired by that conquest 
hud deepened aud widened the anti-slavery ag­ 
itation. IheFree-soil party had been forint d. 
In the Presidential election of 1818 General Tay­ 
lor was elected by the Whigs, because the Van 
Bureus, lather and son, had drawu over to the 
Frec-soil party so many votes from General Cass, 
the Democratic nominee. 
General Taylor was inaugurated in due time, 
bnt chose his chief Cabinet officers from the 
North and thus disappointed the extreme men 
of the South. He lived but a few months, how­ 
ever, and was succeeded by Millard Fillmore. 
He was a man of mere policy, that missed his 
opportunity, and soon lost the leadership of af­ 
fairs. 
In the early autumn oflSlS, when the political 
campaign was lively aud absorbing, the news 
was published in the East of the tiuding of gold 
in Aha California. People read with distrust, 
and many would not give this matter any such 
attention as would draw them from the excite­ 
ments of the season Later on arrived abund­ 
ant confirmations of the great discovery, aud 
from that time forward even the Presidential 
election last much of its consequence. The 
“ gold fever” spread rapidlv, and all eyes 
turned with eagerness to a sho'rc whose attrac­ 
tions had previously teen regarded as very 
slight. 
That shore was as far distant as Europe or 
Africa. For the multitude, it could only be 
reached by a journey of months, by laud or sea: 
a journey oi tedious exposures^ perils, un­ 
known complications and uncertain issues 
The population and wealth of the nation were 
then less than half what they now are. Not a 
railway crossed the valley of the Mississippi, 
much less the continent. The ocean steamers 
were just beginning to play their mighty part 
The nations oi Europe were amid the throes of 
revolutiou. Staid conservatism everywhere 
held its brea h aud lived in apprehension. All 
the world was shaken up. Thousands began 
saying "There is no place like home”—to get 
away irom. 
So, within a few months after the rounding 
off of the year 181?, there set out by sea from 
our Eastern shore 10,000 adventurers; irom the 
interior aud the West 10.000 more started in the 
spring across the continent by one route or an­ 
other; aud still another 10,00o made their w ay 
hither from the old woild aLd the islands of the 
sea. So that, when a >ear had been measured 
oil'from the golden era. and the autumn of '49 
was upon us, about 50,000 people were sojourn­ 
ing on oar coast. 
The general situation of the East, so far as the 
state of the public sentiment is concerned, will 
l>e hut imperfectly conceived, if the fact is not 
considered, that ours was a great slave-holding 
nation, and that the nation was rising irom 
stage to stage, into a higher pitch of agitation 
and excitement over the question of its abolish­ 
ment. That agitation nothing could stop; and 
it passed over, move aud move, from a social to 
a political agitation, which was irequently a 
hindrance to our progress, and a menace to our 
welfare. Nor shall we be able to follow the 
story of events, as they unfolded, unless we 
bear in mind the further fact that the eyes 
oi the shrewdest propagandists, whetherof free­ 
dom or slavery, were fixed at oree on these 
shores, as the possible scene of a contlict that 
should turn the scale of victory- forever; a con­ 
tlict overlooked and forgotten, but temporarily, 
amil the excitement that attended the gather­ 
ing. the outfitting, aud the departing of the 
“ argonauts,” and the transcontineutals, of 
1849, and the more discreet adventurers of 1850. 
On this side oi the continent there lay a mag­ 
nificent outstretch of country; laved on the out­ 
side by the grandest of oceans, aud Limed on 
the other by s;iow-topped mountain ranges, 
whose score of icy peaks were bearing up the 
firmament over s tenth of the world's circum- 
frenee. Here were roldng hills, broad plains, 
aud level prairies, laced and interlaced by 
wondroUH rivers. From end to end, it bristled, 
here aud there, with vast forests of seqiioia-.red 
woods, pines and firs, to be the joy ol mauv gen­ 
erations. Sky, and sea, and clime were a mys­ 
tery and offense to invaders; a sweetness, 
charm, aud strength to all pojsessors. 
Here were living groups of communities of at 
least three types of civi izat ion (or the most of 
HI, sparsely distributed over parts of the whole 
land. Here were the lew lumbermen of Puget 
Sound; all scriptural people lu this, at least, 
that they were "famous aeeordiug as they had 
lifted up axes upou the thick trees.” Here were 
the settlemei ts of the hardy pioneer» of ure- 
gon, who, tnrough ten years, 'of toil, had come 
to see the waving field, the frultlut bough the 
blooming tore, the home amid verdure, the 
thriving town, aud the nascent chy. Here 
were the mixed populations of the Southland, 
gathered mi stly into pueblos, or upon the vast 
domains ol the ancient missions, born on the 
soil where their faltiere had lived for more than 
acentury; rich, many of tlu-m in seivants aud 
cattle, roaming bound .ess acres: citizens, some 
of them, ol a commonwealth afar, whose secu­ 
larizing pr cesses hat denuded many a scene 
of its glory, aud whose power had vanished 
away like a cloud. And he c were the aborig­ 
ines»; ot a peaceful disposition, in the main, 
rudely representing at the south by a r,matter­ 
ing ol Spauish wores, the missionary labors of 
a former generation, aud showing at the lar 
north the happy results of a dillerent type of 
missionary endeavor, begun when the region 
was treated as belonging to some iore'gn field. 
Their populations numbered a lew hundreds 
here, and a few thousands there, and «11 told, 
could barely have reached 2U.OOO, had a census 
been possible. 
Imagine, now, these two sides of a broad con­ 
tinent. thus framed, figured, aud stirred during 
some dark and slumberous night, gently folded 
together, the eastern side upon the western, aud 
then held, tor an hour,and until a great number 
of people, mostly young men, foot-loose, enter­ 
prising aud adventurous, bail been precipitated 
upon these shores. Thin imagine the parts laid 
back into their places. >nd the sleepers left as 
in a dream, to awake in due lime, wi h a start, 
and to wonder with what strange visions their 
sleep had been dnturbed - imagine such a scene, 
and you will have some idea of the situation as 
it was when most ol the pioneer ministers, and 
their helpers, bigau Christian labor on these 
attractive spores. Nor will you be surprised to 
hear that all of them did not lake kincij to the 
conditions they were Lund in,and did not wish 
the hoarse murmurs of the Pacific s-as to sound 
their requiem, when into.them their life's sun 
should go down. 
2. What was to be done ’ Multitudes o! peo- 
§ 
lc, thrown together strangely, awaking sull­ 
enly to the realities c.f the situation, kuowing 
almost nothing of one another, having access 
to icw sources of information, must act in the 
present and resolve for the luture. and do it at 
once. The neare-t questions were ; Whereshall 
we stay? how shall we be sheltered? and. 
whereshall we be-»i procure our livelihood while 
we are planning lor place aud power, fortune 
and fame? 
These found, all who were here for public, 
rather than for private ends, saw that, first of 
all, religion must be given not ouiy a place, but 
the largest possible p.ace, in the thought», feel­ 
ings, aud lives of the people: not only for the 
preservation of their piety and the protection 
of their morals, but also tor making them in­ 
dustrious. thrifty, prosperous, liberal, felf-sacn- 
fielog, public spirited, and otherwise genuinely 
good ¡citizens. For, citizenship was the next 
great necessity. Somcof these people, possibly 
a majority of them, would no doubt live and 
die here whether so minded at the first or not. 
Nothing substantial could be done, no perma­ 
nent institutions reared unless firm sic let v were 
to grow from mese nias-es. They believed that 
it would, and did accordingly. 
Before them opened the vast areas of a State 
here and a State there; areas so large that the 
states of the East shriveled up Into counties in 
• he comparison. And these areas were to be 
settled, subdued, developed, made accessible to 
intercourse and famished w ith the necessities 
of a decent aud Christian civilization. This in­ 
volved the opening of mine o the building of 
mills, the construction of flumes, the planting 
o: homes, the survejing of lands, the erection 
of habitations, the pushing of plows, the culture 
of soils, the plautrngof trees, the defining of 
rights, and the regulating ol commerce and 
trade. 
Towns must be built, capita's located and a 
metropolis awaited. Then tire State proper 
must arise, an organic whole. Every community, 
small and great, must organize itself for law, 
order and progre*», and govern itself In the in­ 
terest of freedom and morality, admiuisfering 
Justice often in novel circumstances and by nu- 
writ'en methods, doing it, still, with a level 
bead and a V rave heart, as those taught to trenl 
substantially in the steps of the sub line fathers 
of Amtrican liberty—the men who could throw 
ideas into power over themselves and walk the 
earth aa sons of God. 
Elections must be held, that should truly and 
adequately express the convictions o' all the 
real votes. Conventions must be called and 


chosen for the framing of State Constitutions, so 
wise in their provisions and so set in their atti­ 
tudes toward freedom and progress as to com­ 
mand euthu-iastic assent, and be adopted with 
singular unanimity. Then politics aud legisla­ 
tion must receive due attention—the organizing 
of Courts and the selection oi Judges. Elabor­ 
ate Acts must be framed for tie establishment 
of public school systems, and provision? made 
for the education of the young, of every sort. 
So the private school aud the public school, the 
seminary and the academy, the college and the 
university—all demanded early and earnest 
consideration. And. even in lands like these, 
all would not be well, nor thrifty, nor temper­ 
ate, nor fortunate, nor sane, nor persistent in 
the right, nor strong in the strength of the 
tireless; and there must he prisons, reforma­ 
tories, asylums, retreats, hospitals, almshouses 
and all other institutions humane and benevo­ 
lent. Sanitary conditions must be passed in re­ 
view; temperature, climate, soil, season, exhala­ 
tion, change, and all known forces meteoro­ 
logical, as well as the construction of drains, 
the making of highways and the planting ol 
trees. 
Thus, to particularize no more, all the neees- 
SRry provisions for the social lile, for the re­ 
ligious life, for the mo-al order, for education, 
lor enterprise, and for benevolence, had to be 
made—to be made at once, and to be made of 
such a character as to meet the requirements of 
people, the large majority of whom had bevn 
reared in good society, in the more advanced 
stages of modern civilization The task was 
simply amazing: its intricacies perplexing; its 
demands appalling; and the hands that must 
take hold oi it, however resolute, dia not tesm 
many, nor mighty, in themselves. 
But the men aud women of forty years ago 
had almost no option. They could not be dis­ 
obedient. They must undertake, do, and dare; 
and they did their best. 
3. They were not w'thout ideals ? 
They 
dreamed dreams, originated schemes, fondled 
lancies, built air-eastles, imagined possibilities, 
aud shaped ideals that entrance them,even now, 
after all the testing, aud shattering, and disap­ 
pointing of a generation of years, and the 
strange combining ol intraetuble forces, to dispel 
or defeat them. 
They thought, first of all, that there might be 
developed here a better type of Christianty than 
was then extant among men. Since the environ­ 
ment here was so new, and there was less to 
hamper and cramp, and nothing w as stereo­ 
typed, and prejudices bad fallen away, and con­ 
servatism was discounted, anil provincialism 
was powerless—it seemed practicable to have 
fewer denominations oi Christians: to have 
more general creeds, like the Ajiosiles', or that 
of the Evangalical Alliance; to have the limita­ 
tions of these denominations but a foat high, 
and easily stepped over; to have no contro­ 
versies except with opponents, and no strifes 
for supremacy whatever, as among denomina- 
ations or churches; and only one common, 
united, and hearty euileavor to make a spiritual 
reliaion, aflame with lights from the skies, the 
dominant force in human conduct. 
Therefore, they anticipated that there would 
arise an improved type of our civilization. buch 
a civilization would be one in which the greed 
of gaiu should not be the ruling impulse; and 
ideas of rank, caste, class and station should be 
scrupulously absent; in which the distribution 
of wealth would be nearly equal, and want 
should be unknown; In which all labor should 
have its quick, abundant and satisfying reward- 
in w hicli there should be tolerated no traffic in 
human being-, and no traflic in anything de­ 
structive of human well-bei g: in which the 
hours of labor might be shortened, the hours of 
study lengthened, and the allurements of vice 
aud eicess reduced to a minimum: in which all 
schools should be schools of manners, morals 
ethics and esthetics, as well as schools for in­ 
tellectual advancement; in which Saturday 
should become a universal recreat.on day. and 
Sunday a perfect rest day for all. in which illit­ 
eracy would be impossible in any, and tbe 
higher education open to a 1, aud the fine arts 
and liberal arts denied to none: aud in which 
the general good should so overshadow the in­ 
dividual good, that greed, of any sort, would 
appear a distortion, aud crime a monstrositv 
As another result, they imagined there might 
spring forth, when all things else, in external 
nature, were grown iuto such large proportions 
a ioltier stature, a nobler physique aud a sturdier 
mauhood, that would throw oil' hereditarv 
taiut, resist all dwarfing processes, refuse to be 
blowu about by every wind ol vanity, yield >o 
no disorders, erect itself into something gigan­ 
tic, aud thus lord it through all nature as never 
before since our kind took dominion over the 
mighty. 
Yet the thought was that such outwardness 
of the man would be but the symbol aud proph­ 
ecy of an luwaid largeneEs without precedent 
in tbe annals of time. Ana so they looked for 
the coming of master minds, like Plato's and 
Aristotle's, Moses’ aud Sainuei’s, in group, and 
hundreds up and down this vast ocean shore 
with generosities, sympathies, humanities ami 
ranges ol feedng to c irre-pond with p rt and 
bearing, through majesty of will and strength 
oi purpose that should ally them to the 
choicer spirits of all the ages and give them 
command of the secrets of the world. In short 
they fancied that they might be building here 
the more real States of empire in our rep'Ublic 
whose peop e, iustitutious aud enterprises 
should be as much grauder than those oi sm­ 
other State, as their gold was finer, their min­ 
erals richer, their resources larger, their ocean 
broader, their iorests more magnificent, aud 
their mountains more towering than those of 
the other ¡States of renown. 
4. What was undertaken ? The men of forty 
years ago and their immediate helpers Under­ 
took to p.ant a Christian church in every com­ 
munity of any considerable size on our coast 
The cities, ¡particularly, received their attend 
tion. Those who followed the Congregational 
way purposely refrained irom coming into 
any competition with the denominations most 
like their ow n, except in communities in which 
it was obvious that there mignt be room for all 
They undertook to secure lots for churches and 
schools, before the advent of people, in every 
nascent town. They tried to secure the observ­ 
ance of the Loro’s day by voluntary compact 
as well as by State law and municipal regula­ 
tion. They opened Sunday-schools aud estab­ 
lished temperance organizations in the smaller 
communities. They tried to have good laws 
and clean politics. 
They labored lor 
the establishment and endowment of common 
school systems and the thorough teaching of all 
the young. They secured site» for acauemies 
seminaries and colleges ana procured charters 
for them ss last as means eouid be gathered lor 
their equipment. They favored the fouudlng 
of retreats lor the hopeless, ol asviums for the 
education o! the unfortunate mid’ of hospitals 
almshouses and homes for those whom poverty 
aud disease and age had overtaken aud 
wrecked, often without fault of their own 
They labored to keep the church legally dis­ 
tinct from the .State, but iu continual union aud 
interaction with it, for the moral welfare and 
the public good. They sought to have legisla­ 
tive and deliberative bodies opened with relig­ 
ious exercises, and not run as if they were wool 
facioiies. They prompted to all norts ol priva’e 
enterprises tnat looked toward social and indus­ 
trial development. They sought the aid of 
government for roadways and water-ways aud 
other internal improvements that piomised to 
educate, broaden and enrich our living and add 
vitality to our commonwealths. They svmpa- 
thized with every movement toward Statehood 
on these shores, and were glad to be welcom-d 
into tbe Federal Union, and were especially 
moved to gratitude wheu the star of t. alifornia 
became a fixed one in the sky and a star ol the 
North forever. Aud when in succeeding years 
aud the course of migrations, the i<eculiar sen­ 
timents of the South dominated our politics 
and would have altered our constitutions sli 
these of whom we speak were firm as adimant 
in the right and sacrificed much, politically 
for dear lieedom's »ake, until divided Counsels 
in the opposition brought them redef and the 
civil w ar brought them their reward in the vivid 
unanimity oi our cilizeus for the national 
cause and in the magnificent outpouriug of our 
wealth lor ihe preserving of the lluiou. 
They began early the impoitatiou in vast 
quantities of religious newspapers, magazines 
and other periodicals tor Suudav school mis’ 
stotiary and general uses; and have persevered 
iu the practice quite as long as it is becoming 
in saints so to persevere. They early estab­ 
lished a religious paper of the orderly type to 
hold themselves lu touch with one another aud 
to keep themselves iu fitting remembrance 
among the churches of the Eastern side. 'I his 
publn atton flourished until a diversion of inter­ 
ests. by consent, took half of its constituency 
away, and since ih n it has lived as vigorously 
as before, but at the cost of mu li unrequited 
toil, and f something of that growth, enlarge­ 
ment, enrichment and power to which it might 
have otherwise attained: and yet will attain 
through a utnted endeavor. 
In short, they attempted everything they per­ 
ceived trial the limes demanded; everything 
tor which they could invent anv mean's, nuil 
any energies, develop any capacities, stretch 
any nerves and command ai.v resources it 
may. indeed, be said tbat they attempted too 
much, «ml would have wrought quite as effi- 
cieuily had they attempted less, 'that maybe 
so. It is a fair question to raise: and a ba-k 
ward look over the years may give the remark 
p ausibi ity. I he actors themselves may have at 
times instituted that same inquiry. But it must 
not bo comeded ton readiiy tor in the moral 
and spiritual realms through which we strug­ 
gle aud into whose magnificences we are per­ 
mitted to but.d our lives, uo apparent failures 
are absolute and no labor is lost; and it will 
ever remain a matter for debate w hether it were 
better to have attempt'd ami not succeeded 
weli than not to have attempted at ad. since, 
objectively, the reason might carry to the one 
aide and. subjectively, to tue other. 
5. The difficulties encountered, gome of the ' 
difficulties of the eariy situation were: That 
individuals seemed often bewildered, going 
hither aud thither without any aim. plan or 
K 
arpase: that families were living in band- 
ox aud trunks, with few convenience», miser­ 
ably houre d, if noused at all and no quite cer­ 
tain mat they would not move at the end o! the 
mouth; that communities were herded rather 
than gathered, drawn Irom alt quarters of the 
globe and all the sections of the Union, diverse 
in sjieech. unlike in education ami with few 
common sympathies aud many opposing preju­ 
dices. and without uny strong bind of union in 
any given locality: and that they were half 
wild with excitement, absorbed with one mat­ 
ter, anxious most to gather a fortune about 
them and return to the haunts of their youth. 
To get these people together regularly for 
preachiDg, Sunday school, prayer and praise, 
was the tirst probd m. No chuten edifices stood. 
No scbcol-houses were ready, except here and 
there; n » public halls had been iu demand, no 
chureti furniture could be found, no soDg- 
books ooulil be gotten ti>ze her of w hich more 
than two were «like, und eveu the Bib'cs were 
of a miscellaneous and traveled description. 
1 here were difficulties, also, arising out • f the 
turning ot the Lord's day into the chief dav of 
traffic and exchange, so that even those who 
closed their business and sought retirement 
we e grontly interrupted, annoyed and dis­ 
turbed Then the drinking sa.oon, and the 
gamb ing saloon stood open a 1 the days and 
some of the night»—and their proprietors and 
frequenters were covertly, or opeuly. opposed to 
all such endeavors as might turn away the leet 
of the unwary from the enticements to sin. 
Besides, there were no sacred associations. 
NothiDg was holy. No Christian atmosphere 
b oodea all the scene. The mountains had 
never any consecration». The hills were cold, 
bare and barren ; the valleys hsd been watered 
by no streams Loin the celestial hills. No 8i- 
loa's bro ik anywhere “flowed fast bv the oracle 
of God." No monuments told oi hallowed 
places No ruihs marked the sites where gen­ 
erations had prayed. No cemeteries showed 
where “ the ashes of the just, smell sweet and 
blossom from the dust." No beautiful tcetof 
them bearing good ti logs bad prc*»ed the soil. 
Along witn man, everything was vie. True, 
a ong the southwestern border was n narrow 
strip of country full of canon.zed names and 
stories of Roman Gathllc missions gone into 
desuetude. A ad there were little- regions ill th • 
great valley of the Columbia, made holy ground 


by the toils and prayers of saintly souls; but 
what were these amid the hundreds of thou­ 
sands of square miles ol the vast empire of 
which we speak? 
! In the attempt to advance another step, and 
secure an organization for religious purposes. 
i just as the arrangement was tobe consummated 
; the persons most looked to lor efficiency would 
change their residence, it not their base, and 
necessitate embarrassment or delay. When a 
lew consistent Christians had been found who 
would enter into an organization, few of them 
would have their letters ot dismission: some 
would have certificates of fact, some would 
have incidental testimony, and most would 
have no credentials whatever. 
When it came to the form of organization, 
the Congregational way was the easiest and 
simplest of any, but could not satisfy more 
than one-half of those who had been reared 
in other folds; aud these would co-operate only 
from without, and await the comiDg of num 
bers enough to enable them to go by them­ 
selves. Sometimes not even a neighboring, or 
a visiting minister could be secured to assist at 
the lomiing of a church, much less could a 
council be convened to recognize the new 
church and enter into fellowship with it and 
give it a place, a name aud a power, ecclesiasti­ 
cally. The isolation was formidable; and it was 
even more so to such a minister, and a helper 
or two, as could never gather a permanent 
handful together to complete an organization. 
Vet, churches arose amid the moral wastes and 
existed as oases in the desert, if they did not 
flourish as trees by the fountains of waters. 
These were small hindrances, taken each by 
itself, yet their aggregate and cumulative power 
raised a mighty barrier to Buccess. To these 
were added the natural slowness and reluctance 
of the half-hearted; the unwillingness of those 
who did not come hither to be religious and 
were not pleased when it was shown that they 
had been known as such formerly; the absence 
oi those whose religion was in suspense while 
their fortune was making, and was to be re­ 
sumed as soon as they breathed again the At­ 
lantic air; and the deadening influence of the 
numbers who had denied the faith and were 
openly apostate. 
When it came to the maintenance of ordi­ 
nances, the building of edifices, the payment of 
salaries and all the externalities of a church 
wishing to push things, aud put ilself into so­ 
ciety as a constraining and saving power, there 
were discouragements in getting money enough 
to flow regularly into the pro;>er channels ; in 
manning a choir, a Sunday-school, a prayer 
meeting ora night school, even with women 
(for women in those days were like wisdom, 
more precious than rubies), in convincing peo­ 
ple of their instant need of public worship and 
private prayer ; aud in persuading them to be 
active iu nominations and elections, to secure 
exemplary rulers in town, county aud State, 
and such legislation as would forever enthrone 
the right aud build a Christian Sute. 
f>. What has been accomplished ? Naturally 
the last inquiry is, what ol it all? To this no 
answer can be given in detail. Nor is it neces­ 
sary, since many of the actors still survive to 
see for themselves; and all others can, at a 
glace, comprehend that whieh Is visible. But, 
the remark need hardly be made in such a 
presence as this, except as a reminder, that the 
outwaro and observed results, in the lorm of 
external monuments,of the thinking, ieeling and 
doing of Christian preachers, teachers aud toil­ 
ers, may but feebly express the origin, quality 
and quantity ot the work they have done. The 
individuals, for whom they have done most, 
may have gone to the ends of the earth, or been 
taken from it. The families, into whose lile 
they have poured toil and tear, sympathy aud 
prayer, may have been strangely broken and 
dispersed, and lost to human sight. .Some ot 
the churches that have cost years of holy en­ 
deavor. ami vigils brightened only by ADgel 
visits, may have become extinct by the de­ 
parture of the membership; or they may have 
lost all their power and prestige and gone iuto 
ruin, through internal discord aud internecine 
strife. The once populous towns, for whose 
cleanliness, health, beauty, and architecture, 
they may havedone wonders, besides spiritually 
edifying their churches, adorning their 
schools, and sweetening all their moral aud 
social 
life, may have been destroyed 
by rivalry; or deserted in a panic; or given 
over to utter decay by the exhaustion of re­ 
sources. The very populations whose good 
they had subserved, and whose admiration they 
bad won, may have beeu supplanted by an 
alien race, or a people with an imported relig­ 
ion, to the limiting of their usefulness, and the 
deslroyiug of their prospects. And then there 
may have come over iairest fields those blights 
whose origin no man surely knows, those hin­ 
drances that spring lorth as the tares, and tho:-e 
storms which irom the ground sweep all scenes 
into blackness; as well as those personal limita­ 
tions, brought on by age, by sickness *griet, sor­ 
row and disappointment, or bv inaptitude, in­ 
ertia. insomnia, eneruatiou, and the thousand 
ills flesh is heir to. to mar and blot and spoil 
the record of many a year ol devofedness to 
high service 
Making due allowance for all such labors as 
could not have any permsnent visible record, 
and such possible monuments as have perished 
by the destruction of their environment, and 
imagining those results which might have been 
but ior their mysterious blighting, and provid­ 
ing ior all alike abatements, we are to suggest, 
rather titan to state, what has been achieved. 
Here stand these State» of our pride aud these 
lerritoriesoi our hope. In spite of all deficien­ 
cies, they are as well supplied with ministers, 
churches and schools, and with all the other 
means of usefulness and right-living as are any 
of the other aud newer states of the union. 
Their general condition need not mortify us. 
though it comes far short of our finest au icipa- 
tion and sweetest dream. How broad, and 
rich, aud fertile, and grand they are: and 
becoming what objects of desire, and what 
scenes of attraction for a tributary conti­ 
nent and a wondering world. How well 
they are governed: how intelligent their 
citizens, how content their populations, how 
serene their confidences, how as ured of their 
lutures. Here sit these metropolitan cities, mis 
tresses of laud and sea, reaching out for the 
commerce of the nations by steamer and ship, 
and for the trade of the continent by railways 
that fork and flash sis do the lightnings of the 
sky. Here are these State Capitals, with their 
costly structures, seats of government for com­ 
monwealths of freedom, up to which the people 
go to frame their will into law and retire to be 
obeoient to the statutes which they ha re framed 
alike ior all. Here are these vast industrie», so 
peacefully pursued and so largely in consonance 
with individual gain aud the public advantage, 
unique in their character anil contributing to 
human comfort as no like region has ever done 
before since time began. Here are these rivers 
and roads, reaching to every extreme inter­ 
course, helping acquaintance, cultivating 
union, gladening fellowship and giviug new 
meaning to life and new sense to labor. 
Here are tbe great public school systems, 
ramilying every distri't, reaching every family, 
telling every child of the world and man oi the 
worlds aud God. And here are these provisions 
for the higher educatiou by high school and 
academy, college and university, normal school 
and seminary, availab e to all determined and 
aspiring natures and sufficient, or nearly so, 
for our two millions of people, here are these 
hundreds of newspapers, some of them grow ing 
into great journalistic establishments, read by 
all. aud btcomiug, more and more, a wonder­ 
fully educating power. However much some of 
these may need toning and tempering, as a 
whole, they characterize us fairly and do credit 
to our rising importance, and we may pay them 
the honor due to their enterprise. And, bes- of 
all, here are these Protestant Christian churches, 
a thousand ot them, more or less,whose spires 
are drawing down sweet influences from the 
stars upon city and countiy. and whose 
prayers are opening heaven upon us, bringing 
light iuto our minds, love into our heart", and 
redemption into our natures These are puri­ 
fying the very air around, hallowing the scenes 
of our activity, imparting unwonted sacredness 
to hill and valley, and transforming the native 
beauty of the landscape into a garden of God. 
Their worship may intermit, but their influence 
ceases not. Day and night it pervades our be­ 
ing. entering into all the secrets of our life, and 
governing all the issues of our conduct. There 
bring a conjunction of earth and heaven to our 
shotes. These bring God afiesh into our hu 
maniiy. These multiply celestial sympathiti 
witn us. And these enlist on our side forever- 
more, the good-will of the Eternal, whose name 
is Love. It this were all—as it is th" summation 
of all—then, indeed, were all the pains and toils 
of these lorty eventful years well repaid 
In fine, here aie ihcse States and Territories, 
these popula'ions and industries, these churches 
and institutions, these harne-std torce», these 
elastic spirits, these lofty aspirations, and these 
loyal hearts—sometimes humbled, ling provtd, 
to know what was in them, whether they would 
keep th" comman-lmentsol the Highest or not— 
here they are, with a story to tell, with a power 
behind them, some prestige of victory on them, 
and the urgency of vast momentum pressing 
lliem pausing but fora moment on some anni­ 
versary occasion, to reflect, to consider, pro­ 
pose, p an, and purpose—ready lor the word, 
the spring, the push, the stern activity, the high 
endeavor: born of a resolute courage, an 
abounding hope, a self sacrificing soul, and a 
steei-edged will; ready to take tbe latid into 
fuller possession, conquer the future, and build 
the generations coming with a shining splendor 
into that glorious ki• gdim. "whicn is righteous­ 
ness, peace and joy iu the Holy Ghost.”

Ominous Gatherings in Chinatown 
M ischief In the W ind. 
There is something going ou in China­ 
town, and before many days, and even 
i hours, it may result in more work for the 
Coroner and newspaper reporters. There 
was a rather excited meeting last night at 
the headquarters of the company to which 
Seuey Ah Kay—the Chinaman who was 
shot the other night—belongs. 
Officer 
Rider, hearing of it, went to the place, but 
the jabbering Celestials soon dispersed. 
Various rumors are afloat as to the meet­ 
ing and the significance of certain myster­ 
ious caucusing that is going on. One is 
that the company to which the murdered 
man belonged has made, or will make, a 
demand ou the company to which Ah 
Gong ( the alleged murderer) belongs, lor a 
certain sum of money as indemnity for the 
loss of tfieir man. 
The former company is said to be a 
rather weak one, and not capable of en­ 
forcing its demands in a very effective 
manner. The accusation against Ah Gong 
is said to have been made lor the purpose 
of compelling his company, which is a 
wealthy one, to disgorge a handsome sum, 
in which case he wiil not he prosecuted by 
the rival clan. 
Another version of the cause of last 
night’s gathering, according to one Ah 
Loy, is that some feeling fiad been engen­ 
dered in consequence of a sneering remark 
made by one gang in reference to the 
“soide” manner in which the funeral of 
Seuey Kay was conducted, and that the 
assemblage was intended as a sort of in­ 
dignation meeting. 
It is more than likely that secret con­ 
claves are being held by the various Chi­ 
nese gangs in order to “fix” the case of Ah 
Gong before it gets into the Courts, if pos­ 
sible. If it can be fixed on a money basis 
that wijl probably end the matter, and 
there will be no Chinese testimony against 
the prisoner, who is probably innocent of 
the charge. But if a settlement cannot be 
arrived at, and the murdered m an’s friends 
persist in pushing the charge against Ah 
Gong, there is likely to be a little more 
blood-letling in the Chinese quarter. The 
different clans have no love for one an­ 
other; every Chinaman goes well “heeled,” 
and it requires but little provocation to 
caose a higfibinder to turn loose upon the 
victim marked out for his bullet. And 
when a murder is committed by a China­ 
man it is just as likely as not to be saddled 
upon an innocent man as otherwise, owing 
to the mystery that generally surrounds 
these Chinatown affairs. It doesn’t make 
so much difference, perhaps, how many 
Chinamen are put out of the way in their 
company wars, but there is danger of some 
citizen being killed or maimed by flying 
bullets. For this aud other reasons, Chi­ 
natown is a good place for whites to keep 
away from. 
EXCITING RUNAWAY. 
John Cleave Succeeds in Saving the Life 
of a Young Child. 
A b-ut 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon a 
horse attached to a buggy in which was 
seated a little 5 or 6-year-old son of H. G. 
May, started off on a trot from in front of 
the family residence on L street, between 
Ninth and Tenth, the reins having fallen 
to the ground. On reaching Tenth street 
some man with little sense (aud less 
courage) ran in front of the horse, aud by 
a vigorous yelling and waving of his arms 
succeeded in frightening the anim al into a 
gallop. The infantile occupant of the 
buggy now became thoroughly alarmed 
and screamed for help, attracting people 
from the houses along the street. 
Just then Ihe open car on the O-street 
line was going south on Tenth street, and 
as the horse and buggy dashed by, the 
driver, John Cleave, took in the situation 
at once. Instantly he clapped on his 
brake, brought his team to a stand­ 
still, leaped over the dashboard and 
ran after the horse. 
Tbe little boy, 
recognizing his would-be rescuer, cried out 
repeatedly: "Oh, John! John! Save m e!” 
John had already resolved upon rescuing 
the child, if possible, but the little fellow’s 
appeils served to give him renewed speed, 
and he soon had hold of the lines. Bv this 
time the horse was thoroughly frightened, 
and was not easily controlled, but Cleave 
held to the lines, and, although he was 
dragged for some distance, he finally 
succeeded in stopping the horse, and 
thus, most likely, saving the child’s life. 
“John” received the applause of the 
neighbors who witnessed his courageous 
act, as well as the tearful thanks of the 
child's parents, but hequickly and modestly 
sought his car and resumed his journey.

Johnstown (Pa.), July 14th.—A large 
mass meeting of citizens was held this 
afternoon to protest against the m anner in 
which the relief fund is being distributed. 
Burgess Horrell in a speech said the people 
of the valley should themselves have the 
distribution of the contributions, as the 
State Commission had shown no capacity 
for the work. H e urged that the relief 
fund be distributed as speedily as possible 
in money directly to the people, to whose 
benefit it was donated, and that all pur 
chases, contracts and expenses to be paid 
for onto f the fund im mediately cease. 
The resolution passed states that if the 
declaration im puted to Governor Beaver 
that $1,500,000 have already been expended 
in Johnstown and vicinity has any founda­ 
tion in fact it is the strongest possible argu­ 
ment that the funds have not been wisely 
distributed. Only by gross extravagance 
and carelessness could such a sum have 
been used and the people have received no 
adequate return. 
The disbursement of the fund directly 
will provide work for builders and trade 
for merchants, will stim ulate business, re­ 
store confidence in the comm unity and 
thus directly and indirectly help those for 
whom the fund was intended. 
The resolution closed with an appeal to 
the custodians of the funds at Philadel­ 
phia, New York, Pittsburg and other local­ 
ities to transm it the funds m their hands, 
intended for the Conemaugh valley suffer­ 
ers, direct to the local financial committee, 
to be distributed iu cash on requisition of 
the Board of Inquiry. An additional reso­ 
lution was passed 
requesting the State 
Commission to furnish itemized statem ents 
of the expenditures to date. 


BOSTON SOCIETY SH O CK ED 


At a P h y sicia n ’* H orrib le D o u b le T rag­ 
ed y—W in ter an d Spring. 
B oston, Ju ly 14th.—One crime leads to 
another. 
Yesterday Dr. W. P. W hite, an 
elderly and prom inent eclectic physician, 
after reading an account ot the Rosenburg 
tragedy, deliberately shot his young wife 
at his office, 4 Corv Avenue, and then blew 
his braiDS out. 
He was 74 years old, and 
she 24 years. The cause of ihe crime was 
jealousy. He was a morose man, wrapped 
up in his studies, and she a flighty young 
girl who m arried him for his money. 
The wedding took place two years ago 
and was unhappy from the start. 
The 
husband never went out and became angry 
when his wife left hint. 
She insisted on 
going out evenings with female friends, 
which made her husband violently jealous 
and led to numerous quarrels. In revenge 
his wife intentionally gave her aged part­ 
ner additional cause, until he became a 
monomaniac on the subject and threatened 
her life, which led to her leaving him two 
m onths ago, he paying her bills. 
He has been for the past two weeks try­ 
ing to get her to return. This she refused 
to do unless he left her an entirely free 
agent. H e refused, whereupon he declined 
to pay her bills any mote. She had several 
large bills sent him yesterday which he 
repudiated. She called at his office this 
afternoon and during a qaurrel said she 
would compel him to settle the bills. He 
suddenly jum ped to his feet and drawing a 
revolver from his desk said be would settle 
her and her bills also, and tired two shots 
at her which proved fatal. H e then blew 
his own brains out. 
In reference to the Rosenburg murder, it 
was stated that Gustav Rosenburg, the 
slayer of his wife and her children, bad 
died in an apoplectic fit. This was incor­ 
rect, his death being more startling, the 
swift retribution for his crime being almost 
divine interposition. After the tragedy he 
fled, leaping from a second story window, 
ciimbing several fences and running along 
toward the railroad track. In his wild 
flight he stumbled over a stone and fell 
upon a pile of old railroad ties, a projecting 
spike in one striking his forehead and 
pierced the skull, entering the brain about 
four inches, causing instant death. His 
body was found pinned in this horrible 
fashion to the log.
